Reason for Allowance 

2. Regarding claims 1-5, and 9, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method of controlling 
bandwidth usage in a packet-switched network, the method comprises the steps of deciding 
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whether to pass packets into the network for the user which represent bandwidth which does not 
exceed its guaranteed bandwidth usage, and deciding whether to pass any excess packets which 
represent bandwidth usage in excess of the user's guaranteed bandwidth, into the network based 
on at least one of the metrics, in combination with other limitations, as specified in the 
independent claims 1, and 9. 

Regarding claims 6-8, and 10-15, the prior art fails to teach or suggest an edge-based 
node for a packet switched network that comprises a resource processor, wherein the resource 
processor being further operable to decide whether to pass packets to the egress for each user 
which has not exceeded its guaranteed bandwidth usage, and to decide whether to pass any 
excess packets which represent bandwidth usage in excess of a user's guaranteed bandwidth, to 
the egress based on at least one of the metrics, in combination with other limitations, as specified 
in the independent claims 6, and 10.
